Dutch fear threat to 
liberalism in '!soft 
drugs"curbs 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands - The Netherlands is em¬ 
barking on a crusade against its 
multi-billion-euro marijuana 
industry, with significant im¬ 
plications both for its economy 
and its famously liberal ap¬ 
proach to life. 

Along with tighter control 
of legalized prostitution and a 
swing to the right in attitudes 
toward immigration and Islam 
in recent years, the clampdown 
is seen as further evidence of 
an erosion of tolerance in a 
country known for its liberal 
social policies. 

The push to clamp down on 
soft drugs has come mainly 
from the Christian Democrats, 
the junior partner in the mino¬ 
rity government and one of the 
larger parties in a fragmented 
political landscape. 

"There's clearly a shift in 
the moral debate. It's all about 
the culture of control," said 
Dirk Korf, professor of crimi¬ 
nology at the University of 
Amsterdam. 

Instantly recognizable from 
the sickly sweet, burned-leaf 
smell that wafts out onto the 
street, the Netherlands' world- 


renowned "coffee shops" are 
almost as common as super¬ 
markets in big cities such as 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam 
and in certain border towns. 

Like trained sommeliers, 
the staff or "bud tenders" are 
experts on the flavors and 
after-effects of whatever is on 
the menu — white widow, 
vanilla kush, or hazers like am¬ 
nesia "known for its extreme, 
almost paranoid psychedelic 
high, with an unforgettable 
strong fruity taste and smell." 

The Netherlands tolerates 
the sale of up to 5 grams per 
person per day of marijuana 
and hashish in the controlled 
environment of the coffee 
shops. It also tolerates the 
home cultivation of marijuana 
plants, within a limit of five 
plants per person, but any cul¬ 
tivation larger than that is ille¬ 
gal. 

Strong demand has 
spawned secret cannabis plan¬ 
tations that provide a so-called 
back-door supply to the coffee 
shops and are a headache for 
Dutch authorities who have to 
find and raid them.

Moody’s: EU crisis, US stalemate could 
force US recession 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fai¬ 
lure by US politicians to bridge 
their divide over deficit cuts 
and continued stumbling by 
European leaders could force 
the US into recession over the 
next 12 months, Moody's Ana¬ 
lytics said yesterday. 

Mark Zandi, chief econo¬ 
mist at the private economic 
research group, said that the 
economy would grow at a 2.0 
percent annual pace in the se¬ 
cond half of 2011, picking up 
to 2.5 percent next year, only if 
politicians do not slash spen¬ 
ding, which would further hit 
growth. 

"The US economy is gro¬ 
wing, but at a frustratingly 
slow pace that leaves it vulne¬ 
rable to a new downturn if any¬ 
thing else goes wrong," said 


Zandi. "This outlook remains 
tenuous, however, with a 40 
percent chance that the US will 
see a recession over the next 
six to 12 months," he added. 

"There are three principal 


threats to the economic recov¬ 
ery: The European debt crisis, 
the US foreclosure crisis, and 
the widening rift between Con¬ 
gress and the administration 
over fiscal policy."

WILLEMSTAD - The Coast 
Guard has strengthened its co¬ 
operation with her French mar¬ 
itime partners. Recently a 
delegation of the French Cus¬ 
toms visited the Coast Guard 
Headquarters on Curacao. 
Last week the Coast Guard re¬ 
ceived a visit from the mar¬ 
itime representative of the 
Prefect of Martinique. 

The Dutch Caribbean Coast 
Guard cooperates intensively 
with the French maritime au¬ 
thorities, especially in vicinity 
of the Windward islands of the 
Kingdom (Sint Martin, Saba 
and Statia). This cooperation 
focuses both on the maritime 
law enforcement as well on 
maritime safety. On the latter, 
maritime safety, the RCC Cu¬ 
rasao coordinates on a regular 
basis Search-and-Rescue ac¬ 
tions with its partner RCC in 
Fort-de-France (Martinique). 

Several SAR actions have 
been conducted in good coop¬ 
eration using both French as¬ 
sets and assets of the Coast 
Guard. This includes flying as¬ 
sets from substation Hato and 
maritime assets from substa¬ 


tion Sint Martin. Regarding 
maritime law enforcement, 
both French and Dutch 
Caribbean Coast Guards have 
to coordinate their operations, 
since the territorial waters are 
almost bordering around some 
islands. Further, valuable in¬ 
formation is exchanged on a 
regular basis. 

As the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, France is treaty 
member of the so-called 
“Treaty of San Jose”. The pur¬ 
pose of this treaty is to im¬ 
prove and strengthen the 
counter illicit trafficking in the 


Caribbean region by enhan¬ 
cing the cooperation and coor¬ 
dination of the treaty members. 
The treaty enables members, 
with permission of the other 
state, to operate in each others 
waters and to conduct inspec¬ 
tions on each other vessels 
when situation dictates.

Europe, US alarmed by Christian 
clashes in Egypt

Colombian family pleads 
for return of abducted girl 


LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - Eu¬ 
rope and the United States yes¬ 
terday expressed alarm and 
deep concern at sectarian 
clashes which killed 25 people, 
mostly Coptic Christians, in 
Egypt and called for minorities 
to be protected. 

European nations, the 
White House and UN Secre¬ 
tary General Ban Ki-moon 
called for an investigation into 
violence which sparked fears 
of widespread sectarian unrest 
and stressed the need to defend 
all faiths in Egypt. 

"I am very concerned, very 
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alarmed about the clashes," 
British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague said at talks 
with his 26 European Union 
counterparts, in Luxembourg. 

"It is very important that the 
Egyptian authorities reaffirm 
the freedom of worship," he 
said after the clashes that broke 
out during a Coptic protest 
against a recent attack on a 
church in the southern city of 
Aswan. "The ability to worship 
in peace is a vital component 
of any free and democratic so¬ 
ciety." 

The White House said 
Obama was "deeply con¬ 
cerned" about the situation and 
said it believed that minorities 
— including Copts — must be 
respected along with the rights 
to religious freedom and 
peaceful protest. 

Spokesman Jay Carney said 
the "tragic events" in Egypt 
should not stand in the way of 
"timely elections and a conti¬ 
nued transition to democracy 
that is peaceful, just and inclu¬ 
sive." 

Ban called on Egyptian mi¬ 
litary authorities to defend "all 
faiths" in the country after the 
clashes and asked Egyptians to 
"preserve the spirit of the his¬ 
toric changes" witnessed dur¬ 
ing the Arab Spring uprisings, 
a spokesman said. 

"The secretary general is 
deeply saddened by the loss of 
life in Cairo last night," said 
UN deputy spokesman Ed¬ 
uardo del Buey. 

Germany meanwhile said it 
was "very worried" about the 
situation in Egypt. 

"We can only call on the 
Egyptian government to get to 
the bottom of these incidents 
as soon as possible and bring 
those responsible to justice," 
Chancellor Angela Merkel’s 
spokesman Steffen Seibert told 
journalists. 

"We encourage the Egyp¬ 


tian government to do every¬ 
thing in its power to foster an 
atmosphere of religious tole¬ 
rance," he added, calling for 
respect for the rights of the 
Coptic Christian minority. 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle called on 
all sides to exercise restraint 
and moderation, while his Ital¬ 
ian counterpart Franco Frattini 
urged EU "condemnation of 
the very serious violence 
against Christians, the Egypt¬ 
ian Copts", who he said were 
fleeing in "exodus". 

Noting "an escalation" in vi¬ 
olence against the country’s 
Christians, Frattini said: "We 
hope the response of the Egypt¬ 
ian authorities will be more en¬ 
ergetic than under (former 
president Hosni) Mubarak, 
which was insufficient." 

At least 40 people were ar¬ 
rested in central Cairo when a 
Copt demonstration degene¬ 
rated into deadly clashes that 
also left more than 300 people 
wounded. 

It was not immediately 
clear how many of those de¬ 
tained were Muslim or Chris¬ 
tian. Egypt’s ruling military 
council, which took power 
when Mubarak was ousted in a 
popular revolt in February, or¬ 
dered a probe into the clashes. 

The events in Egypt were 
"extremely worrying," said EU 
foreign policy chief Catherine 
Ashton. She urged Egypt to 
move towards elections "with 
a desire to see all people part 
of those elections and to pro¬ 
tect the people, whoever they 
are, wherever they come from, 
whatever belief and faith they 
have". 

"We need to see the words 
of the Egyptian authorities turn 
to action." 

Spanish Prime Minister 
Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero 
"deeply regrets" the clashes, 
his office said in a statement. 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The family 
of a 10-year-old Colombian 
girl kidnapped last month is¬ 
sued an impassioned plea yes¬ 
terday for her return amid 
continued uncertainty about 
who abducted her. 

In the September 29 abduc¬ 
tion, which shocked many in a 
nation hardened to violence 
and kidnappings, unidentified 
gunmen took Nohora Valen¬ 
tina Munoz, 10, who was on 
her way to school with her 
mother. 

The girl’s mother was freed 
shortly after they were first 
held. The victim is the daugh¬ 
ter of Jorge Munoz, mayor of 
the Arauca town of Fortul. 

The kidnapping took place 
in a region where security 
forces clashed with National 
Liberation Army (ELN) guer¬ 
rillas, members of the second 
largest rebel group in the South 


American nation. 

But a statement attributed 
to ELN rebels in Arauca on 
Saturday said the kidnapping 
was by the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC)— the country's oldest 
and biggest insurgent group. 

"There is total uncertainty. 
There is no real clarity about 
who the perpetrators of the 
kidnapping are and what they 
want," said Munoz. 

"So we ask those who kid¬ 
napped our daughter to iden¬ 
tify themselves." 

Since the girl's kidnapping, 
authorities have pulled out all 
stops to try to find her. 

Colombia's Defense Minis¬ 
ter Juan Carlos Pinzon has of¬ 
fered a 100 million peso 
($52,000) reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to the girl's re¬ 
lease.

Nigeria warned it risks revolution if 
anger unaddressed 


ABUJA (AFP) - Nigeria risks 
revolution if the government 
does not address mounting 
frustration in one of the 
world's most corrupt coun¬ 
tries, a committee appointed 
by the president to probe 
post-vote violence said yes¬ 
terday. 

"General insecurity of life 
and property in people's 
houses and on the highways 
and kidnapping are adding 
fuel to the fire of public frus¬ 
tration and disappointment," 
committee chair Sheikh 
Ahmed Lemu said when pre¬ 
senting its report. 

"The true state of affairs 
could escalate to social revo¬ 


lution if preventive measures 
are not taken in time." 

The committee appointed 
by President Goodluck 
Jonathan issued the warning 
in its report to the govern¬ 
ment after having spent 
months investigating riots 
following April elections that 
left more than 800 people 
dead. 

Jonathan pledged to im¬ 
plement recommendations in 
the report. 

"How do we prevent sub¬ 
sequent occurrence is the key 
thing that is dear to me," the 
president said when receiving 
the report. "On our part, we 
will follow your recommen¬ 


dations." 

Three days of rioting 
broke out in Nigeria's mainly 
Muslim north, where there 
was harsh opposition to 
Jonathan, who handily de¬ 
feated his main opponent, 
former military ruler and 
northerner Muhammadu 
Buhari. 

Jonathan is a Christian 
from the oil-producing south. 

Nigeria, Africa's most po¬ 
pulous nation, is roughly di¬ 
vided in half between a 
mainly Muslim north and 
predominately Christian 
south. The north is the poorer 
and less educated of the two 
regions. 


Mexico cartel crackdown: 11 killed, 
36 captured 


MATAMOROS (AFP) - The 
Mexican military killed 11 sus¬ 
pected Gulf cartel members 
and captured 36 more in a 
major crackdown that began 
last week, officials said yester¬ 
day. 


Among those arrested was 
Gabriela Gomez Robles, 
known as "La Gaby," who is 
believed to be the finance chief 
of the drug-trafficking group, 
said military spokesman Ad¬ 
miral Jose Luis Vergara. 


The operation was launched 
October 5 in Tamaulipas, one 
of the most violent areas in 
Mexico. Officials also seized 
four tons of drugs, numerous 
weapons and one anti-aircraft 
missile. 

Tamaulipas is the scene of 
a bloody turf battle between 
the Gulf cartel and former al¬ 
lies known as the Zetas, led 
by former elite military offi¬ 
cials. 

More than 41,000 people 
have been killed across Me¬ 
xico since the federal govern¬ 
ment in 2006 launched a 
crackdown against drug car¬ 
tels, according to official data 
and media tallies.

California bans minors 
from using tanning beds 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
California governor Jerry 
Brown won praise yesterday 
for banning under 18s from 
using tanning beds, the first 
US state to do so to protect 
minors from increased skin 
cancerrisks. 

Brown signed a bill into 
law Sunday after dismissing 
arguments from the tanning 
industry that the current law - 
- which requires children be¬ 
tween age 14 and 18 to get 
parental consent — was suffi¬ 
cient. 

"California's decision to 
ban under 18 year olds from 
tanning beds is a welcome 


step in the right direction for 
a needless exercise that is a 
known and significant health 
threat," Wendy K.D. Selig, 
head of the Melanoma Re¬ 
search Alliance. 

"It is well documented that 
indoor tanning contributes to 
skin cancer, including melan¬ 
oma, which can have fatal 
consequences," she added. 

The MRA cited studies 
compiled by the World 
Health Organization which 
said there was a 75% in¬ 
creased risk of melanoma — 
the most common cancer in 
US women age 25-29 — in in¬ 
door tanning bed use. 
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Sperm donors father huge 
'families' in US, Canada 


MONTREAL (AFP) - In a 
scenario straight from science- 
fiction, experts are increas¬ 
ingly concerned about lax 
rules for sperm donors in the 
US and Canada where some 
men have anonymously fa¬ 
thered dozens of children. 

Unlike in some countries 
such as France and Britain, 
there are no laws in either 
Canada or the United States 
officially limiting the number 
of children who can be born 
from a single donor, the Cana¬ 
dian health ministry said. 

An international norm 
places the ceiling at 20 preg¬ 
nancies from the same donor. 
In Denmark, the limit on a sin¬ 
gle donor is 25 births. And 
most sperm banks set their 
own regulations. 

But the rules are not always 
respected. Some families try to 
create a ’’designer baby” by 
carefully choosing the donor 
from a catalog, drawn by his 
particular genes or character¬ 
istics, such as eye color or IQ 
level. 

The practice has meant 
some of these star donors have 
now left a huge and at times 
overwhelming legacy, and the 


WASHINGTON (AFP) A US 
government panel has found 
that routine screening for 
prostate cancer does not help 
save the lives of healthy men 
and often triggers the need 
for more tests and treatments, 
US media said. 

The US Preventive Serv¬ 
ices Task Force's draft recom¬ 
mendations, due to be made 
public next week, are likely 
to face a pushback from ad¬ 
vocates of the PSA blood test 
as well as from drugmakers 
and doctors who benefit from 
the now-lucrative screening 
industry. 

Based on the results of 
five clinical trials, the recom- 


issue has stirred recent debate 
in Canada and the United 
States, spawning a number of 
films and documentaries. 

’’Starbuck,” a popular 
Canadian comedy released 
this year, told the story of a 
perpetual bachelor who acci¬ 
dentally fathers 533 children 
by selling his semen for quick 
and easy cash. 

In a stranger-than-fiction 
twist, Toronto documentary 
maker Barry Stevens has used 
his experiences — born in 
Britain through a donor who 
then went on to sire some 500 
to 1,000 children during his 
three decades working with 
sperm banks — to fuel his own 
work. 

His siblings are now spread 
across Canada, the United 
States, Europe and beyond. 

And last month the US 
Style Network channel 
launched a reality series called 
’’Sperm Donor” in which one 
donor, Ben Seisler, 33, tells of 
his surprise on going onto the 
registry and of learning that 
”to date I know of around 70 
kids.”

Since 2004, donors have no 
longer been paid in Canada, 
leading to the depletion of 
stocks and forcing clinics to 
rely heavily on imports, espe¬ 
cially from the United States. 

The popularity of certain 
specific donors has also had a 
major impact. The US-based 
Donor Sibling Registry, which 
helps children get in touch 
with their half-brothers and 
sisters, highlighted the grow¬ 
ing number of such families. 


of screening, such as an ultra¬ 
sound or digital rectal exam 
or ultrasound, are effective.

A million men, who had 
had the PSA test and would 
otherwise not have been 
treated, got surgery, radiation 
therapy or a combination of 
both between 1986 and 2005, 
the task force said, according 
to the Times. 

At least 5,000 of them 
died shortly after surgery, 
while 10,000 to 70,000 expe¬ 
rienced serious complica¬ 
tions. Half of the men had 
blood in their semen on a reg¬ 
ular basis, while 200,000 to 
300,000 suffered from incon¬ 
tinence, impotence or both. 

An estimated 217,730 
men in the United States 
were diagnosed with prostate 
cancer and 32,050 died last 
year of the second most com¬ 
mon form of cancer in men 
after skin cancer.

Cuban Ladies in White 
fear for ailing leader's life 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba's 
Ladies in White — wives and 
mothers of political prisoners 
who have emerged as influen¬ 
tial dissidents in their own 
right — blamed the govern¬ 
ment for their leader's grave 
health condition. 

Pollan, 63, was taken for 
hospital care on week-end in 
acute respiratory distress. 

She has been diagnosed as 
having a virus, and is in "very 
serious” condition in intensive 
care at Havana's Calixto Gar¬ 
cia Hospital. 

Berta Soler, another top 
leader of the group said no one 
has identified the virus that is 
ailing Pollan, who has diabetes 
and a heart condition. 

Pollan's husband, former 
political prisoner Hector 
Maseda, told AFP that his 
wife was being cared for ably, 


but that her virus had not yet 
been diagnosed. 

The Cuban government ac¬ 
cuses the Ladies in White, 
winners of the European Par¬ 
liament's 2005 Sakharov Prize, 
of provoking disturbances to 
highlight an alleged increase in 
repression, though Havana 
freed about 130 political pris¬ 
oners between July 2010 and 
March 2011 with church medi¬ 
ation. 

The ladies group was 
founded after the arrest and im¬ 
prisonment of 75 Cuban dissi¬ 
dents like him in 2003. The 
group marches peacefully in 
Havana every Sunday in white 
clothing, a color they say is in¬ 
tended to symbolize peace, 
often carrying gladiolus. 

An estimated 50 political 
prisoners remain behind bars 
in this Caribbean country of 11 
million.

Underwater volancic 
World's highest webcam brings eruption near Spanish 
Everest to Internet Canary island 



KATHMANDU (AFP) - The 
world’s highest webcam has 
been installed in the Nepalese 
Himalayas, beaming live im¬ 
ages of Mount Everest back 
to scientists studying the ef¬ 
fects of climate change on the 
planet’s tallest peak. 

The solar-powered cam¬ 
era, set at 5,675 metres 
(18,618 feet) on Kala Patthar, 
a smaller mountain facing 
Everest, will withstand tem¬ 
peratures as low as minus 30 
degrees Celsius (minus 22 
This image released by Ger- Fahrenheit) and operates dur- 
man surveillance firm ing daylight hours. 

Mobotix shows scientists 
from the Ev-K2 National Re¬ 
search Council installing a 
solar powered webcam at the 
summit of Mt. Kala Patthar. 


The device, developed by 
German surveillance firm 
Mobotix, is more than a kilo¬ 
metre higher than the previ¬ 
ous record for a high-altitude 


webcam set by a 4,389-metre- 
altitude camera at the base 
camp of Mount Aconcagua in 
Argentina. 

The image is updated every 
five minutes, allowing clima¬ 
tologists to track the move¬ 
ment of the clouds around the 
mountain's summit. 

The camera, which went 
live in September, uses a wire¬ 
less connection to transmit im¬ 
ages to the Ev-K2-CNR 
Pyramid Laboratory, located at 
an altitude of 5,050 metres. 

The footage is then 
analysed by scientists in Italy 
who hope to learn more about 
climate change and global 
warming using the images in 
conjunction with meteorologi¬ 
cal data gathered from Everest. 


Apple says iPhone 4s sales over 1 mn 
in first day 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
said that pre-orders of the new 
model of its hit iPhone 4 
topped one million units in the 
first 24 hours. 

Worldwide advance orders 
for the iPhone 4S, said to be 
much faster than its predeces¬ 
sor and with improved video 
and photo capabilities, set a 
record for an Apple product, 
the company said. 

"The first day pre-orders 


for iPhone 4S have been 
the most for any new 
product that Apple has 
ever launched," said 
Philip Schiller, Apple 
senior vice president, in a 
statement. 

The smart phone, 
which will sell for be¬ 
tween $199 and $399, 
depending on memory 
capacity, will be avail¬ 
able in Apple stores in 
the United States from 
October 14. 

It will be available in 
22 other countries, in¬ 
cluding much of Europe, by 
the end of October. 

The 4S was launched on 
October 4, one day before vi¬ 
sionary Apple co-founder and 
longtime Steve Jobs died fol¬ 
lowing a long battle with can¬ 
cer. 

His health failing, Jobs had 
stepped down as chief execu¬ 
tive in August and was re¬ 
placed by Tim Cook, who 


presided over the launch of the 
new iPhone. 


MADRID (AFP) - An under¬ 
water volcanic eruption is tak¬ 
ing place just off Spain's El 
Hierro island in the Canaries, 
which has been rocked by 
thousands of small tremors 
since July, local officials said 
Monday. 

The eruption is taking 
place some five kilometres 
(three miles) from the island at 
a depth of more than 500 me¬ 
tres (1,500 feet) but its effects 
will not be felt on the island, 
said volcanologist Alicia Gar¬ 
cia of the Higher Council of 
Scientific Research. 

"The earthquake monitor¬ 
ing stations on the island 
recorded the start of an erup¬ 
tion overnight. There is no vis¬ 
ible manifestation at the 
moment," she told AFP. 

The regional government 
of the archipelago issued a 
"yellow" volcanic eruption 
alert — the second level on a 
scale of four — after the island 
was hit by a 4.3-magnitude 
quake. 

The earthquake was the 


strongest of more than 8,000 
tremors which the Spanish 
National Geographic Institute 
has recorded on El Hierro 
since they began in July. The 
majority have been too small 
to be felt. 

"There was a volcanic 
eruption overnight, what we 
don't know is what is its state, 
if it has just started and if it is 
just releasing gases or if it is 
releasing magma as well," the 
head of the island's local coun¬ 
cil, Alpidio Armas, told Span¬ 
ish public radio. 

"If the magma gets out, 
which appears will be the 
case, it will mean that the seis¬ 
mic movements will de¬ 
crease," he added. 

El Hierro, which means 
iron in Spanish, is the smallest 
of Spain's Canary Islands, lo¬ 
cated in the Atlantic off the 
coast of Morocco. It is home 
to some 11,000 people. 

The last volcanic eruption 
on the Canary Islands was on 
nearby La Palma in 1971.

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US duo win Economics Nobel for 
macroeconomic work 


Two US researchers won the 
2011 Nobel Economics Prize 
yesterday for research on how 
different events affect eco¬ 
nomies and which could help 
find answers to the current cri¬ 
sis, the Nobel jury said. 

Thomas Sargent and 
Christopher Sims, both 68, 
have developed methods that 
help answer questions "regar¬ 
ding the causal relationship be¬ 
tween economic policy and 
different macroeconomic vari¬ 
ables, such as GDP, inflation, 
employment and investments," 
the Nobel jury said.

"Their combined work con¬ 
stitutes a solid foundation for 
modem macroeconomic analy¬ 
sis. It is hard to envisage 
today's research without this 
foundation," it added. 

Economies are constantly 
affected by both anticipated 
events, like long term fiscal 
policy and shifts in monetary 
policies, and unanticipated 
events like sudden hikes in the

price of oil or an unexpected 
drop in household consump¬ 
tion. 

The laureates' work in the 
1970s and 1980s provides 
methodologies that facilitate 
understanding of how both 
systemic policy shifts and so- 
called "shocks" affect the 
macroeconomy in the short 
and long run. 

Sargent worked on struc¬ 
tural macroeconomics, used to 
analyse permanent changes in 
economic policy, as well as the 
reciprocal relationship be¬ 
tween the expectations of the 
private sector regarding future 
policy and actual policy deci¬ 
sions about wages, prices and 
investments. 

"This method can be ap¬ 
plied to study macroeconomic 
relations when households and 
firms adjust their expectations 
concurrently with economic 
developments," the jury said. 

Sims has meanwhile focused 
on "how shocks spread through¬ 
out the economy," mapping the 


effects of temporary changes in 
economic policy, like sudden 
central bank rate hikes or other 
unexpected factors. 

While the pair worked se¬ 
parately, their work is comple¬ 
mentary and "has been adopted 
by researchers and policyma¬ 
kers around the world," the 
jury said. 

John Hassler, a member of 
the Nobel Committee at the 
Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences that attributes the 
prize, said the pair's methods 
could be used to understand 
the current economic crisis. 

"We don't really have a 
good answer to what happened 
during the financial crisis nor 
what we should do in order to 
reduce the risk of something 
like this happening again, but 
we are pretty sure that the 
methods they have developed 
can help us in finding the an¬ 
swers to questions like that," 
Hassler said. 

Sims, interviewed by tele¬ 
phone from the Nobel press 
conference, also said he hoped 
his research could be useful for 
solving the current turmoil. 

"If I had a simple answer to 
that I would have been spread¬ 
ing it around the world. There's 
no simple way to do it, it re¬ 
quires a lot of slow work look¬ 
ing at data," he said. 

"But I think that the meth¬ 
ods that I've used and that Tom 
(Sargent) has developed are 
central to finding our way out 
of this mess." 


Greece hopes for improved debt deal

ATHENS (AFP) - Greece held 
out yesterday for improved 
debt rollover terms from its 
private creditors as the finance 
minister said he had concluded 
key talks with the EU and the 
IMF on an audit to unlock 
fresh loans.

Eurozone crisis stings 
Austria's Erste Bank 


VIENNA (AFP) - Austria's 
biggest listed lender Erste 
Bank warned yesterday of a 
billion-dollar loss this year be¬ 
cause of the eurozone debt cri¬ 
sis and problems with its 
eastern Europe operations, 
sending its shares plunging. 

Erste Bank, one of the 
largest retail and corporate 
lenders in central and eastern 
Europe with 17 million cus¬ 
tomers in 10 countries, said it 
expects to end the year 700- 
800 million euros ($0.9-1.1 
billion) in the red. 

And because of the ongoing 
debt crisis and global eco¬ 
nomic uncertainties, it said it 
would delay repaying a first 
tranche of 1.2 billion euros in 
state aid received during the 
2008-9 financial crisis "by at 
least one year." 

It stressed however that its 
underlying finances remained 
rock-solid and that it did not 
need more government money. 

"Our hopes that we will see 
a solution to the sovereign debt 


crisis in Europe in the near fu¬ 
ture have decreased consider¬ 
ably over the last couple of 
weeks," chief executive An¬ 
dreas Treichl said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"We now assume that this 
will increasingly also have an 
impact on the real economy 
and will also affect our region 
(central and eastern Europe), 
albeit less severely." 

Shareholders in the 192- 
year-old lender will also go 
empty-handed this year, re¬ 
ceiving no dividend. 

The bank's plunged 16 per¬ 
cent in morning trade, but re¬ 
covered somewhat to stand 
down 9.18 percent at 18.80 
euros in late afternoon trade. 

The announcement came 
amid growing concerns that 
the snowballing eurozone debt 
crisis will force governments 
to prop up ailing banks, with 
Franco-Belgian lender Dexia 
yesterday becoming the first to 
get state help since the crisis 
began.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Ben 
Roethlisberger played through 
a sprained foot as he tied a 
team record with five touch¬ 
down passes and the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers rolled over the 
Tennessee Titans 38-17 on 
Sunday. 

Roethlisberger hit receiver 
Hines Ward with two touch¬ 
down passed. Other than a 
slight limp, the sprained left 
foot didn't seem to bother him 
too much. 

"Pm not the only guy play¬ 
ing with an injury," Roethlis¬ 
berger said. "I'm not going to 
complain about it, I'm going to 
go out and do my best." 

He also connected with 
Mike Wallace, Heath Miller 
and David Johnson for scores 
as the Steelers won their third 
game of the season in week 
five and snapped Tennessee's 
three-game win streak. 

The five touchdown passes 
equals a single-game franchise 
record that Roethlisberger al¬ 
ready shares with Terry Brad¬ 
shaw and Mark Malone. 

Tennessee's Chris Johnson 
finished with 51 yards rushing 
on 14 carries. 

Fred Jackson had 196 yards 
of offence and linebacker Nick 
Barnett had two of Buffalo's 
four interceptions in leading 
the Bills to a 31-24 win over 
the Philadelphia Eagles. 

Barnett helped clinch the 


win by intercepting a Michael 
Vick pass intended for Jason 
Avant with 1:49 left in the 
game.

Stadiums around the league 
observed a moment of silence 
Sunday to honour Davis, who 
died at his Oakland home at 
age 82. 

His son, Mark, took his 
place in the owner's box, and 
the Raiders wore black decals 
on the backs of their helmets 
with the letters "AL" on them.

NBAs Owners, players to 
meet for last-gasp talks 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
owners, players and their 
union negotiators met for five 
hours Sunday in a last ditch 
bid to resolve their contract 
dispute and save the sched¬ 
uled start of the regular sea¬ 
son. 

Negotiators for the owners 
and union brass again failed 
to agree how league revenues 
will be shared as the deadline 
for starting the season on 
time draws near. 

"We're not necessarily any 
closer than we were going in 
tonight, but we'll be back at it 
tomorrow and we'll keep put¬ 
ting time in," union president 
Derek Fisher of the Los An¬ 
geles Lakers. 

NBA commissioner David 
Stern said earlier that if they 
fail to hammer out a new deal 
then the first two weeks of 
the regular season would be 
cancelled. 

The two sides still have 
three weeks before the open¬ 
ing day of the regular season 
on November 1. 



All of the NBA's 114 pre¬ 
season games have already 
been wiped out by the con¬ 
tract dispute, over which the 
league locked out players on 
July 1. 

The warring sides have 
met occasionally over the 
past few weeks as the NBA 
reportedly continued to insist 
it wouldn't move beyond the 
50-50 split in league rev¬ 
enues that Stern proposed 
today. 

The union rejected that, 
saying players wouldn't re¬ 
sume talks with any precon¬ 
ditions. 

According to the New 
York Times, it wasn't clear if 
the league is now willing to 
move off of its 50-50 pro¬ 
posal, or whether the union 
has softened its insistence on 
receiving 53 percent of 
league revenues in a new 
deal. 

They received 57 percent 
of "basketball related in¬ 
come" under the old deal. 

Team owners and players 
have been haggling over how 


to divide $3.8 billion in an¬ 
nual revenues and over salary 
cap issues. 

The gaps in their positions 
has been so wide it could 
jeopardize the entire 2011- 
2012 campaign. 

The only prior NBA sea¬ 
son shortened due to money 
issues was in 1998-99 when 
the campaign was cut to 50 
games per club because it 
took so long to reach a deal. 

Only once in American 
sports history has an entire 
season been lost to players 
and team owners being un¬ 
able to agree upon financial 
terms, that being the National 
Hockey League's lost 2004- 
2005 campaign. 

NHL owners lost the en¬ 
tire season but generally were 
able to impose conditions 
they wanted in the eventual 
contract, which expires next 
September. Some owners of 
NHL teams that suffered 
through that missed season 
are among the NBA club 
owners who are involved in 
the latest deadlock.

Fielder's fifth-inning 
homer accounted for two 
runs, and Betancourt finished 
off the rally with a two-run 
home run of his own for the 
Brewers, who were facing the 
Cardinals in the playoffs for 
the first time since the 1982 
World Series. 

"That was a nice inning 
there," Brewers manager Ron 
Roenicke said. "It was nice 
Brauny, in the first inning 
with the two-run homer. But 
to score like we did there, 
yeah, that's outstanding." 

Milwaukee starting 
pitcher Zack Greinke, who 
was 11-0 during the regular 
season, gave up six runs on 
eight hits over six-plus in¬ 
nings. 

David Freese blasted a 
three-run home run in the 
fourth inning for St. Louis, 
who are in the Major League 
Baseball playoff semi-finals 
for the 10th time in franchise 
history. 

Jonathan Lucroy hit an 
RBI single off pitcher Kyle 
McClellan in the seventh to 
give Milwaukee a 9-6 lead. 

Francisco Rodriguez 
pitched a scoreless eighth and 
John Axford threw a perfect 
ninth inning to help seal the 
Brewer's win.
